Association  of  Philadelphia,  was  celebrated  at  the  Academy  of 
Music,  on  Thursday  Evening,  January  28th,  1875,  Mr.  John 

Wanamaker,  President  of  the  Association,  in  the  chair.  A  large  audience 
was  present,  and  every  available  portion  of  the  building  occupied. 

The  audience  united  in  singing  the  opening  hymn,  under  the  leadership 
of  Prof.  Wm.  Johnson. 

Rev.  B.  D.  Thomas,  Pastor  of  the  Fifth  Baptist  Church,  read  a 
selection  from  the  Scriptures,  and  offered  prayer. 

Mr.  Wanamaker  made  an  introductory  address,  in  which  he  spoke  of 
the  past  and  present  of  the  organization,  and  the  brightness  of  the 
future,  which  seems  bursting  upon  it  more  gloriously  than  ever.  The 
work  performed  b)»  the  Association  during  the  past  year  was  presented, 
and  the  object  and  aim  of  the  organization  dwelt  upon.  A  memorandum 
of  facts  with  a  report  of  the  various  departments  of  work,  was  printed  on 
the  Programme. 

Rev.  Lawrence  M.  Colfelt,  Pastor  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church, 
addressed  the  meeting  upon  the  work  attempted  and  successfully  performed 
by  Young  Men’s  Christian  Associations. 

Rev.  J.  R.  Kerr,  Pastor  of  the  North  United  Presbyterian  Church, 

delivered  an  earnest  address  upon  the  field  of  usefulness  open  to  young 

men,  and  the  necessity  of  combating  the  temptations  of  our  large  cities, 

so  essential  to  the  formation  of  character,  and  success  in  life. 
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Geo.  H.  Stuart,  Esq.,  made  a  few  remarks  relative  to  the  present  and 
future  work  of  the  Association. 

Franklin  W.  Smith,  Esq.,  of  Boston,  was  introduced  and  gave  an 
account  of  the  work  accomplished  in  that  city.  Forty  thousand 
dollars  were  raised  for  the  Association  during  the  depression  immediately 
succeeding  the  great  fire,  by  means  of  the  exhibition  of  the  Bazaar  of 
Nations.  Arrangements  are  being  made  to  hold  the  Bazaar  in  Philadel¬ 
phia,  during  the  comi&g  Spring,  and  its  management  was  fully  explained. 
Fie  hoped  the  efforts  now  being  made  to  erect  a  suitable  building,  would 
not  fail  of  adequate  support. 

The  lights  were  turned  down,  and  Stereopticon  Views  of  Christian 
Association  Buildings  in  Montreal,  Boston,  New  York,  and  Baltimore, 
were  shown  on  a  large  screen,  also  a  view  of  the  building  which  it  is  pro¬ 
posed  to  erect  at  the  south-east  corner  of  Fifteenth  and  Chestnut  streets. 

These  views  were  explained  by  the  President  of  the  Association,  and 
made  an  interesting  feature  of  the  occasion. 


The  audience  were  then  dismissed  with  the  Benediction. 


ANNUAL  REPORT 


Few  can  over-estimate  the  necessity  and  benefits  of  a  Young  Men’s  Christian  Asso¬ 
ciation  in  a  great  city  like  Philadelphia.  Having  a  population  of  137,000  young  men, 
and  in  ordinary  times  over  25,000  stranger  young  men  in  the  city,  many  of  them  out 
of  work,  they  are  peculiarly  susceptible  to  the  dangerous  snares  and  temptations  of  city 
life.  To  a  large  portion  of  this  number  it  is  their  first  experience  in  city  life,  and  all  is 
new  and  strange  and  strangely  fascinating. 

By  their  choice  of  companions  and  selection  of  places  of  entertainment  during  these 
first  weeks,  they  most  certainly  indicate  what  will  be  their  future. 

It  is,  therefore,  a  most  important  duty  for  Parents  to  guard  and  guide  with  jealous 
care  the  steps  of  their  sons  at  this  period.  And  it  is  none  the  less  an  important  duty  for 
the  Churches  of  Philadelphia  to  do  individually  all  they  can,  but  collectively,  as  churches, 
to  unite  in  the  work  of  such  Associations,  in  furnishing  such  pleasing,  attractive  and 
effective  influences  as  shall  surround  and  save  these  young  men. 

This  organization  not  only  furnishes  the  material  attractions  to  interest  unconverted 
young  men,  but  it  uses  the  new  converts  in  persistent  earnest  effort  for  their  fellows,  thus 
developing  a  working  force  for  the  Church.  The  churches  not  being  open  all  the  time, 
but  united  in  the  Christian  Association,  keep  an  open  door  to  these  strangers  from  Mon¬ 
day  morning  to  Saturday  night.  Our 

READING  ROOM 

is  crowded  to  excess  much  of  the  time  during  the  winter  months,  and  during  these  days 
of  inactivity  in  business,  presents  a  scene  such  as  would  make  glad  any  father’s  or 
mother’s  heart  who  has  a  boy  away  from  their  home  and  among  strangers.  It  is 
indeed  the  Strangers’  Christian  Home. 

Members  of  the  Association  are  daily  engaged  in  personal  efforts  for  the  conversion 
of  these  young  men.  Testaments  are  given  almost  every  day  to  young  men  who  are 
found  to  have  left  theirs  behind  them,  either  upon  leaving  their  last  boarding  place,  or 
upon  leaving  a  city  previously  visited  in  search  of  work.  Many  of  these  cases  are 
found  to  be  the  sons  of  Christian  parents. 

During  the  year  a  Cabinet  of  Curiosities  has  been  begun  in  the  Rooms  with  the 
object  of  gathering  together  a  large  collection  of  interesting  relics,  also  Geological, 
Mineralogical,  and  Conchological  speciments,  that  may  be  placed  in  the  New  Building, 
thus  adding  another  attraction. 

THE  LIBRARY 

Numbers  at  present  upwards  of  5,100  volumes  of  the  best  selected  works  of  Science, 
History,  Biography,  &c.,  and  is  open  to  members  as  a  circulating  Library. 
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The  experience  of  twenty  years  has  originated  many  useful  plans.  Formerly  the 
Reading  Room,  Library,  Monthly  Meeting,  an  occasional  Social  Entertainment  and  a 
Literary  Gathering  weekly  or  semi-monthly  were  all  the  attractions  of  the  Association. 
Now  various  attractive  and  entertaining  lectures  and  meetings  are  arranged  for  each 
evening  of  the  week.  On 

SUNDAY  EVENINGS, 

A  public  MEETING  has  been  held  in  the  interests  of  young  men  in  twenty-six  of  the 
Churches  of  the  city,  presided  over  by  the  Pastor  of  the  Church  where  held,  and  addressed 
by  merchants  and  others,  officers  of  the  Association.  In  several  instances  these  meetings 
have,  at  the  request  of  the  Clergyman  of  the  church,  been  followed  by  a  prayer-meeting, 
which  has  resulted  in  conversions,  and  in  two  instances  followed  by  a  revival  of  religion. 
In  one  of  these  Churches  the  Pastor  reported  to  us  that  very  many  of  those  examined 
for  admission  to  his  Church,  in  giving  their  experience  before  the  Examining  Committee, 
said  that  they  were  convicted  and  converted  through  the  words  spoken  at  these  meetings. 
These  services  will  be  continued  in  the  several  Churches  On  Monday  evenings 

THE  LYCEUM 

for  debate  upon  popular  questions  of  the  day,  also  declamations,  music,  &c.,  was  held, 
attracting  young  men  not  specially  interested  in  the  religious  features  of  the  Association. 
The  President  of  the  Lyceum,  will  be  glad  of  the  names  of  any  who  are  interested  in 
this  department.  On  Tuesday  evenings  the 

MONTHLY  MEETINGS 

have  been  held,  at  which  the  reports  of  the  Committees,  and  statements  of  interesting 
features  of  the  work  have  been  made,  and  an  address  given  by  a  Clergyman  or  some 
business  man.  The  usual  business  of  the  Association  is  transacted  at  these  meetings. 


FREE  SCIENTIFIC  LECTURES 

have  been  given  in  our  Hall.  Among  those  who  have  freely  contributed  their  services 
are  the  following:  Prof.  J.  H.  Warrington,  Bushrod  W.  James,  M.D.,  Rev.  Irving  L. 
Beman,  Rev.  A.  G  Thomas,  J.  II  McQuillen,  M.D.,  W.  H.  Parrish,  M.D.,  Rev. 
Daniel  March,  D.D.,  Dwight  D.  Willard,  A.M.,  and  Hon  Wm.  S.  Peirce. 

Our  need  in  this  is  a  larger  hall  in  which  to  accommodate  the  hundreds  who  would 
gladly  enjoy  the  Lectures. 

THE  EMPLOYMENT  BUREAU, 

was  organized  four  years  since,  and  has  been  of  great  value. 

During  this  present  year  of  great  financial  depression,  its  efficient  Committee  of 
business  men,  representing  a  dozen  different  branches  of  trade  and  manufacture,  have 
succeeded  beyond  our  most  sanguine  expectations,  having  secured  situations  for  1,302 
persons,  making  an  aggregate  for  the  four  years  of  its  existence  of  5,919. 

The  Superintendent  of  this  department,  Mr.  Alexander  Sloan,  has  given  his  entire 
energies  to  it  for  four  years,  and  in  all  cases  seeks  a  personal  interview  with,  or  a  per¬ 
sonal  letter  from  those  who  recommend  an  applicant. 
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The  following  two  letters,  of  which  we  have  many,  illustrate  the  gratitude  with  which 
our  efforts  are  received.  The  first  is  from  an  educated  young  man  of  our  own  state, 
and  the  other  a  married  man  of  our  own  city.

from  the  other  place  across  the  blue  waters  of  the  Schuylkill.  But  here  I  am,  and  if 
good  behavior  will  keep  me  I  shall  always  do  my  best,  and  remember  your  kindness  with 
a  grateful  heart.

Will  our  business  men  remember  the  Bureau,  when  needing  clerks  or  artizans?  The 


BOARDING  HOUSE  REGISTER, 

kept  at  the  Secretary’s  desk,  is  open  to  all  young  men  whether  residents  or  strangers,  and 
contains  one  hundred  and  sixty-seven  good  boarding-places.  These  homes  are  visited 
in  person,  by  one  or  more  members  of  the  Committee,  and  are  known  to  be  worthy  of  a 
place  upon  our  books.  The  Committee  would  be  glad  to  secure  the  names  of  any 
Private  Families  (Christian)  who  are  willing  to  take  one  young  man,  giving  him  a  Home 
at  a  reasonable  price. 

THE  INTERNATIONAL  CONVENTION 

of  Christian  Associations  held  at  Dayton,  Ohio,  in  June,  and  the  State  Convention  held 
at  Germantown,  in  October,  also  the  Local  Conventions  held  at  Kensington  and  Bristol, 
have  all  been  represented  by  delegates  from  this  Association,  and  many  valuable  sugges¬ 
tions  have  come  to  us  which  we  have  put  into  practice.  It  was  stated  at  Dayton,  that 
there  are  now  Nine  Hundred  and  Thirty-one  of  these  Associations  in  this  Country,  and 
Five  Hundred  and  Thirty  in  the  Old  World,  and  of  these.  One  Hundred  and  Sixteen  are 
in  this  State. 


THE  NEW  BUILDING. 

The  work  of  our  association  has  been  liberally  sustained  during  the  past  year,  by  the 
business  men  and  other  friends  of  the  association  in  this  city,  and  subscriptions  amount¬ 
ing  to  $io,ooo,  were  obtained  the  early  part  of  the  year  for  this  purpose. 
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The  association  is  greatly  encouraged  in  the  effort  to  erect  a  building  of  sufficient 
capacity  and  adaptation.  P'or  this  purpose  the  lot  at  15th  and  Chestnut  streets  was  pur¬ 
chased.  The  plans  for  its  construction  are  now  perfected  and  the  work  is  in  progress. 

We  earnestly  call  the  attention  of  the  friends  of  young  men  to  our  appeal  to  carry 
forward  this  important  enterprise,  and  thus  contribute  greatly  to  the  promotion  of  the 
spiritual,  mental,  and  social  condition  of  our  young  men,  and  extend  the  vast  field  of 
work  which  our  large  city  will  present  in  future  years. 


In  connection  with  the  Social  and  Religious  Work  of  the  Association 
we  present  the  following 


MEMORANDA  OF  FACTS. 


THE  SOCIAL  GATHERINGS 

for  members  and  their  ladies  have  been  held  on  the  first  and  fourth  Tuesday  evenings. 
A  portion  of  each  evening  has  been  devoted  to  literary  and  musical  entertainment, 
usually  of  a  somewhat  humorous  character,  and  the  last  part  to  mutual  acquaintance. 
Over  four  hundred  have  been  in  attendance  on  several  occasions.  Mr.  Geo.  Drake 
Smith,  Chairman,  solicits  the  names  of  any  who  will  volunteer  to  participate  in  the 
literary  exercises  of  these  gatherings.  During  the  year  a  series  of 

YOUNG  MEN’S  GATHERINGS 

were  held  at  the  residences  of  several  of  the  officers.  Calling  together  as  many  as  one 
hundred  young  people  at  a  time,  and  having  for  their  object  the  more  intimate  ac¬ 
quaintance  of  the  members  and  their  friends  in  this  work  for  young  men ;  also  giving  an 
opportunity  for  many  a  stranger  to  have  a  glimpse  of  Philadelphia  home  life. 

BIBLE  STUDY 

is  conducted  by  some  of  the  best  talent  in  the  city  from  the  clergy  and  laity.  The  In¬ 
ternational  Sunday-school  Lesson  is  the  subject  each  evening.  The  attendance  has 
largely  increased  during  the  year.  The  meeting  closes  with  a  brief  prayer-meeting  and 
personal  effort  for  the  salvation  of  unconverted  young  men  present. 

THE  SOCIAL  PRAYER-MEETING 

for  young  men  has  been  held  each  Saturday  night.  The  attendance  has  increased,  and  the 
character  of  the  meetings  improved.  A  large  number  of  YOUNG  men  attend.  On  a  single 
evening  eight  under  twenty  years  of  age  have  taken  part.  Many  conversions  have  oc¬ 
curred.  Seldom  a  meeting  when  some  have  not  risen  for  prayer.  Often  five  or  six.  Many 
a  boy  has  written  home  the  glad  news  to  a  mother— “  I  found  Christ  in  the  Rooms  of  th 
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Young  Men’s  Christian  Association.”  And  afterwards  returns,  at  the  request  of  parents, 

to  join  the  Country  Church,  or  sends  the  message,  “I’ve  joined  the - church 

here,  how  I  wish  you  could  have  been  present  last  Sunday  at  my  Church  ?”  One 
night  a  man  of  fifty  arose,  a  young  man  of  twenty-five  and  a  boy  of  sixteen.  As  we  knelt 
to  pray  with  them,  the  young  man  said,  “  I’ve  not  been  in  a  prayer-meeting  before  for 
io  years,”  and  the  old  man  said,  “  I’ve  not  knelt  in  prayer  for  over  25  years.”  The 
boy  could  do  nothing  but  weep.  The  boy  and  the  young  man  returned  to  give  praises 
to  God  and  to  take  part  in  the  work.  Oftentimes  this  meeting  is  presided  over  by 
young  men  under  20  years  of  age. 

THE  BUSINESS  MEN’S  DAILY  NOON  PRAYER-MEETING 

has  been  continued  with  good  success  throughout  the  year. 

•  Many  clergymen  have  attested  their  interest,  and  aided  the  work  by  their  presence, 
and  by  leading  the  meeting. 

The  Saturday’s  meeting,  which  is  devoted  to  the  Study  of  the  Int.  S.  S.  Lesson  has 
been  presided  over  by  the  ablest  teachers  of  the  Word,  both  Clergy  and  Laity,  and  has 
steadily  increased  in  numbers  and  interest  from  the  first.  As  many  as  500  have  at¬ 
tended  some  of  the  meetings.  The  following,  taken  from  the  Presbyterian’s  report  of 
one  of  the  regular  week-day  meetings  will  illustrate  the  interest  and  benefit  of  the  daily 
prayer-meeting: 

The  Business  Men’s  Daily  Prayer-meeting  of  the  Philadelphia  Young  Men’s  Christian 
Association  is  maintained  with  much  vigor  during  these  days  of  heat,  and  of  many  ab¬ 
sentees  among  its  friends  upon  their  vacations. 

We  give  a  sketch  of  the  meeting  of  Friday  last.  The  subject  was, 

HOW  I  BECAME  A  CHRISTIAN. 

Following  a  prayer,  the  leader  read  from  the  15th  chapter  of  Luke  a  few  verses,  com¬ 
mencing  with  “ Rejoice  with  me,  for  I  have  found  the  piece  which  I  had  lost,”  con¬ 
tinuing  with  the  story  of  the  Prodigal  Son — how  he  was  converted. 

The  leader  then  spoke  of  how  he  became  a  Christian  at  sixteen  years  of  age,  through 
the  personal  efforts  of  a  stranger,  a  boy  of  seventeen  years,  and  asked  the  meeting  to 
rejoice  with  him,  in  that  they  had  found  that  which  they  had  lost.  Two  prayers  fol¬ 
lowed,  and  the  singing  of 

11  Praise  God  from  whom  all  blessings  flow,” 

when  a  merchant  said,  he  regretted  to  say  he  was  thirty-seven  years  old  when  he  found 
Jesus,  that  he  was  awakened  by  a  sermon  preached  from  the  text,  “  Repqnt  and  turn  to 
God,  and  do  works  meet  for  repentance.”  These  words  followed  him,  ringing  in  his 
ears  when  showing  goods,  in  the  streets,  and  at  home,  until  he  rested  on  the  Rock. 

The  next  speaker  said  he  was  fifty  years  before  he  ever  attended  a  prayer-meeting,  that 
he  hoped  he  was  a  Christian,  but  had  not  the  same  joy  and  peace  that  those  who  had 
preceded  him  possessed,  and  was  often  in  darkness,  hoped  some  word  might  be  spoken 
to-day  that  would  be  light  and  encouragement  to  him,  and  asked  the  prayers  of  the 
meeting.  The  leader  said  to  him.  You  long  and  desire  to  get  more  of  Christ,  believe 
this  promise,  “  Blessed  are  they  which  hunger  and  thirst  after  righteousness,  for  they 
shall  be  filled.'''1 

A  young  man  said,  I  have  been  a  Christian  only  seven  months,  but  it  has  been  a 
blessed  time.  I  was  a  Bartender ;  had  learned  to  curse,  and  to  swear,  and  gamble. 
Sold  rum  when  I  was  so  small  that  I  had  to  stand  on  a  cigar  box  to  be  tall  enough  to 
pass  it  over  the  bar.  A  young  man,  who  had  followed  him  for  months  seeking  his  good, 
gave  him  a  short  tract  which  he  promised  to  read.  It  was  about  a  poor  colored  woman 
who  drank.  He  was  converted  through  that  tract,  and  the  faithful  labors  of  that  young 
man.  A  minute  of  silent  prayer  was  closed  by  the  leader  offering  fervent  prayer  for  the 
strengthening  and  encouragement  of  the  brother  who  had  asked  prayers. 
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An  elderly  gentleman  said  he  could  sympathize  with  the  brother  who  was  sometimes 
in  darkness,  but  that  he  pleaded  this  promise,  and  it  never  failed  : 

“  Trust  in  the  Lord  forever,  for  in  the  Lord 
Jehovah  is  everlasting  strength." 

He  added  that  he  had  found  much  comfort  in  these  words  of  Newton  : 

"  I  asked  the  Lord  that  I  might  grow 

In  faith,  and  love,  and  every  grace,  etc." 

*  *  *  -*  *  * 

A  stranger  said  he  became  a  Christian  at  six  years  of  age,  that  the  first  twenty  years 
had  been  somewhat  the  life  of  a  wavering  Christian,  but  for  eight  years  he  had  lived  very 
near  to  Christ,  and  had  found  great  blessing  in  the  text,  “  He  that  believeth  on  the  Son 
of  God  hath  life.”  A  German  missionary  said  he  owed  his  conversion  to  the  teachings 
and  prayers  of  a  faithful  mother  before  he  left  the  fatherland,  and  referred  to  God’s 
blessing  upon  his  work. 

A  brother  reported  the  conversion  of  a  lady,  for  whom  the  meeting  on  former  occa¬ 
sions  had  several  times  prayed.  He  spoke  warmly  of  the  work  of  the  Young  Men’s 
Christian  Association,  and  the  almost  daily  reports  of  results,  urging  that  Christians 
should  pray  more  for  this  work.  The  leader  said  that  in  the  work  of  the  Young  Men’s 
Christian  Association  for  August,  they  knew  of  five  conversions  the  first  week,  four  the 
second,  and  five  the  third  week.  Some  of  these  were  extremely  interesting  cases.  By 
request,  the  meeting  closed  with  singing, 

“  O  for  a  heart  to  praise  my  God, 

A  heart  from  sin  set  free." 

We  know  of  many  earnest  Christian  men  and  women,  converts  of  these  meetings,  and 
of  the  other  meetings  of  the  Association,  who  are  ?iow  active  workers  in  the  Churches  of 
Philadelphia,  and  vicinity.  We  give  under  facts  and  incidents  some  results  of  this 
meeting.  Many  instances  have  occurred  during  the  year  of  Christians,  speaking  for 
Jesus  for  the  first  time  in  public  in  these  meetings,  also  taking  the  lead  of  a  prayer-meet¬ 
ing  for  the  first  time  here.  Some  of  these  have  since  been  heard  in  their  church 
prayer-meeting. 

Two  years  since,  the  Association  desiring  to  reach  the  masses,  erected  a 


TENT  AT  BROAD  AND  SOUTH  STS. 

It  was  refitted  in  the  early  Spring,  so  that  it  could  be  heated  and  lighted,  and  meetings 
have  been  held  daily,  some  of  the  time  during  the  year — at  present  tri-weekly. 
Conversions  occur  almost  every  week.  The  following 


INCIDENT 

will  illustrate  the  practical  character  of  this  work. 

At  a  meeting  where  seven  had  risen  for  prayers,  four  went  away  saved  by  God’s 
grace.  One  of  our  officers  who  was  present  gives  the  account  of  the  conversion 
of  two  young  men  in  this  wise  :  He  had  learned  that  they  had  been  piously 
taught  by  Christian  parents,  and  had  attended  Church  and  read  their  Bibles  oc¬ 
casionally,  but  never  had  felt  that  now  was  the  time  to  give  up  all  for  Christ. 
“While,  praying  with  them,”  one  of  the  young  men  interrupted,  saying:  “I’ve 
got  it,  sir.”  “  I  went  on  praying,”  when  interrupting  again  he  said,  “  You 
need  not  pray  for  that.  I’ve  got  it.”  Christ  says,  “  Go  in  peace  and  sin  no 
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more.”  “  And  peace,  why  I  did  not  know  it  was  this  way;  I’ve  been  thinking  about 
it  a  year,  and  oh  such  peace!  how  blessed  it  is,  ‘  and  sin  no  more.’  ” — (Pausing  and  the 
voice  trembling  with  emotion,)  “  No,  by  His  grace,  I  never  will.  Oh  God  give  me 
grace  to  live  with  and  for  Thee,”  and  then  continuing  some  moments  of  earnest  prayer 
for  strength,  and  light,  and  giving  thanks,  I  interrupted,  saying,  “  You  want  your 
friend  saved,  can’t  you  pray  for  him  ?”  “  Oh  yes  ”  he  said,  “  I  want  him  to  have  it  too.” 
and  poured  out  his  heart  so  earnestly  for  his  friend’s  conversion.  When  he  ceased,  his 
friend  began  to  pray  in  broken  language  for  pardon  and  salvation,  and  soon  both  went 
away  rejoicing.  These  young  men  have  been  at  the  tent  meeting  since  witnessing  for 
Christ  their  Saviour.  The 


RELIEF  WORK 

of  the  Association  has  assumed  unusual  proportions,  during  the  year  an  average  of  ten 
to  fifteen  applying  daily  to  us.  There  are  estimated  to  be  thousands  of  the  young 
men  of  our  own  population  out  of  work  at  this  time,  added  to  this  are  thousands  of 
strangers.  Many  of  these  are  from  the  best  homes  of  this  and  other  lands.  We 
were  standing  at  the  desk,  when  a  fine-looking,  well-dressed  young  man  approached, 
and  said,  as  a  cordial  hand  of  welcome  was  given  him,  “  You  can’t  tell  how  glad  you 
made  me  by  your  kind  words  last  night,  to  me  a  total  stranger  to  you.  I  was  well  nigh 
discouraged,  being  an  entire  stranger  here,  without  work  and  no  money.  I  pawned  my 
overcoat  in  Cleveland,  to  get  on  here,  and  I’ve  not  eaten  one  full  meal  in  five  days.” 
He  was  aided  for  the  present  need,  and  a  few  days  later  as  we  stood  talking,  a  mail  was 

received  and  a  letter  from  a  prominent  merchant  of - ,  stating  that  his  brother  had 

written,  mentioning  our  kindness,  and  as  he  had  been  weak  in  his  resolution  to  resist 
the  intoxicating' cup,  he  had  inclosed  a  check  for  $25,  to  further  aid  him,  and,  as  he 

was  about  leaving  for  Europe,  he  had  left  orders  to  honor  any  draft  upon  his  House 

by  us.  We  labored  faithfully  in  his  behalf,  and  have  the  pleasure  of  seeing  him  fully 

given  to  Christ  and  His  work,  and  occupying  a  good  position  in  one  of  the  best 

business  Houses  in  this  city. 

Many  letters  come  to  us  from  strangers  in  distant  Towns  and  Cities  inquiring  about 
their  Friends. 

The  following  letter  explains  itself: 

Montreal ,  1814. 

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  desirous  of  ascertaining  the  truth  as  to  the  present  circumstances 
and  behavior  of  Mr.  A.  G.,  who  has  applied  to  me  for  some  assistance,  being,  as  he 
says,  unable  to  get  employment  in  Philadelphia.  His  letters  being  addressed  to  your 

care,  I  inquired  here  of  Mr.  S - ,  who  kindly  gives  me  the  enclosed  note  to  you, 

as  introduction,  and  if  you  will  be  so  good  as  to  take  the  trouble  to  find  out  the  true  cir¬ 
cumstances  of  Mr.  - ,  and  report  the  same  to  me,  I  shall  be  exceedingly  obliged 

thereby. 

Mr. - occupied  at  one  time  a  very  respectable  position  here,  but  through  his 

own  folly  gradually  lost  it.  He  left  for  the  Old  Country  last  summer,  and  now  turns  up 
in  your  city  very  much  reduced  and  apparently  very  repentant  of  his  former  course.  If 
he  is  really  trying  to  do  well,  and  is,  as  he  now  says,  strictly  temperate  in  his  habits,  he 
has  friends  here,  who  will  assist  him.  I  sent  him  twenty-five  dollars  last  week,  and  am 
to  send  a  further  supply  if  I  am  satisfied  he  is  making  a  good  use  of  it,  and  it  is  to  as¬ 
certain  this  I  now  take  the  liberty  of  addressing  you.  Your  kind  attention  on  receipt 
will  greatly  oblige,  Yours  very  truly,  - - -  - 

A  week  previous  to  the  receipt  of  this,  and  upon  the  arrival  of  this  young  man  in  our 
city,  we  had  relieved  his  wants,  and  urged  upon  him  personal  religion,  which  words 
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had  been  most  gratefully  received,  and  within  ten  days  of  his  first  arrival  he  arose  in  a 
meeting  of  the  Association,  and  declared  his  faith  in  Christ  and  told  the  meeting  how  he 
found  Christ.  He  obtained  a  good  situation,  as  he  said,  in  answer  to  prayer,  and  re¬ 
mained  several  weeks  in  the  city,  when  his  old  friends  influenced  his  return  to  Mon¬ 
treal,  andlater  he  returned  to  his  friends  in  Scotland.  We  append  a  letter  from  his  Aunt 
gratefully  acknowledging  our  efforts  for  him.  The  letter  was  headed  :

Dear  Sir  : — Though  separated  by  seas,  I  naturally  feel  that  one  who  has  acted  so 
kind  to  my  dear  nephew,  as  you  have  done,  must  be  my  friend  also,  and  let  me  in  the 
name  of  our  common  Saviour  thank  you  for  your  kindness  to  him.  Whatever  the  past 
has  been,  and  of  late  his  sufferings  seem  to  have  been  extreme,  yet  I  trust  that  they  have 
been  working  for  his  benefit.  Being  made  sensible  of  his  own  strength  being  perfect 
weakness,  he  is  made  willing  to  rely  upon  the  Strong  One,  who  will  hold  him  by  the 
power  of  His  might.  In  years  gone  by,  while  esteeming  the  moral  rectitude  by  which 
he  conducted  his  business,  I  used  to  long  and  pray  for  his  getting  that  entire  change  of 
heart,  which  sanctifies  all  business.  When  God  has  been  pleased  to  manifest  Himself 
as  the  hearer  of  prayer,  should  I  not  praise  Him,  though  the  blessing  has  been  arrived 
at  by  a  thorny  road?  A  few  lines  from  you  will  much  oblige,  and  please  accept  of  my 
Christian  gratitude.

The  following  letter  will  show  how  worthy  young  men  are  often  without  funds  by 
circumstances  beyond  their  control. 

President  of  the  Young  Men’s  Christian  Association  of  Philadelphia: 

Dear  Brother  : — My  son  left  his  home  some  two  months  since,  on  a  visit  to  Ohio 
expecting  to  find  employment.  We  received  a  letterfromhim  post  marked  Union  Town. 
Penna.,  December  2d,  stating  he  was  in  very  destitute  circumstances,  and  trying  to 
make  his  way  home  by  the  way  of  Baltimore  and  Philadelphia.  I  have  written  to  him 
and  directed  to  both  places,  hoping  he  may  get  my  letter  at  one  of  these  places.  I  have 
said  to  him,  as  he  is  without  friends  or  money,  to  apply  to  your  association,  feeling  as¬ 
sured,  if  he  will  only  come  and  present  himself  and  state  his  case,  you  will  kindly  care 
for  him  until  you  can  send  me  word  ;  and  whatever  expense  he  may  be  to  you  I  will 
pay.  The  young  man  I  can  cheerfully  recommend  to  your  sympathies,  as  one  of  the 
associate  members  of  our  own  association. 

Resting  assured  of  your  aid  and  sympathies,  I  remain  your  Brother  in  Christ, 

Fall  River,  Dec.  jth,  1874.  -  - 

Young  men  are  often  found  in  our  rooms  who,  becoming  discouraged,  have  lost  all 
self-respect.  In  many  instances  a  word  of  cheer  and  a  trifling  amount  of  aid,  has 
restored  courage,  and  resulted  in  lifting  them  up,  and  in  their  finding  employ¬ 
ment  and  becoming  useful  citizens.  Early  last  spring  a  young  man  was  seen  in  a 
miserably  dejected  condition  coming  and  going  from  the  Reading-room.  He  was 
counselled  and  helped  a  little,  and  is  now  employed  as  porter,  has  found  a  hope  in 
Christ,  through  attendance  upon  our  meetings  and  has  united  with -  Church. 

A  young  Englishman,  converted  to  Christ  through  the  instrumentality  of  the  New  York 
Y.  M.  C.  A.,  being  out  of  work  and' in  destitute  circumstances,  applied  to  us  for  ad¬ 
vice.  Having  friends  in  England,  who  were  abundantly  able  to  help  him,  if  within 
their  reach,  and  believing  it  to  be  the  best  course  for  him  to  go  to  them,  after  having 
fully  assured  ourselves  of  his  worthiness,  we  sent  him  with  a  letter  of  introduction  to 

Mr.  - ,  President  — -  Steamship  Company,  who,  after  examination  into  his 

case,  gave  him  a  passage  home. 
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A  more  grateful  heart  never  unburdened  itself  in  words  at  our  Rooms  than  did  this 
young  man  upon  his  return  with  his  order  from  the  President  for  his  passage. 

We  append  the  acknowledgment  of  another  young  man  who  received  aid  in  getting 
to  his  home  :

And  of  another  who  found  a  helping  hand  in  our  Association  : 

Mr.  Rowland  :  _  Wednesday,  July  21st,  1874. 

Dear  Sir  : — You  were  once  the  instrument  of  a  kind  Providence  in  saving,  if  not 
my  soul  at  least  my  body,  from  an  untimely  fate.  As  I  shall  soon  leave  this  land,  per¬ 
haps  not  to  return,  I  consider  it  my  duty  to  recall  the  incident  to  your  recollection,  and 
to  wish  you  God-speed  on  the  journey  of  life.  “A  word  fitly  spoken,”  says  the  wise 
man,  “  is  like  apples  of  gold  in  pictures  of  silver.”  A  kindly  word  and  deed  of  yours 
in  the  day  of  adversity,  set  me  once  more  on  the  ways  of  pleasantness  and  the  paths  of 
peace.  I  may  premise  that  periodical  outbursts  of  dissipation  have  marred  my  useful¬ 
ness,  and  brought  me,  at  times,  so  near  the  gates  of  death,  that  I  have  heard  the  door 
creak  on  its  hinges.  But  for  the  intercession  of  a  loving  sister,  far  away,  but  remem¬ 
bering  me  night  and  morning,  I  should  long  since.  I  verily  believe,  have  slept  in  the 
dust  of  the  earth.  Last  November  I  ran  a  race  of  dissipation  for  some  weeks,  till  my 
means  were  well  nigh  exhausted,  and  one  cold,  wintry  night,  as  you  were  leaving  the 
news-room,  — what  I  never  had  done  before — I  asked  you  where  I  could  obtain  quar¬ 
ters  for  the  night.  Observing  my  semi-intoxicated  condition  you,  naturally,  at  first  up¬ 
braided  me  with  its  cause,  and  I  was  hurrying  off,  fully  bent  on  purchasing  a  bottle  of 
laudanum  wherewith  to  find,  as  I  thought,  eternal  rest.  But  you  followed  after,  and 
by  your  brotherly  address  you  melted  my  heart.  For  that  and  the  following  night  you 
found  me  a  haven  of  rest.  Next  day  I  abstained  in  toto,  and  three  days  after,  “  clothed 
and  in  my  right  mind,”  I  was  enabled  to  leave  the  city.  Being  a  good  classical  and 
English  scholar,  I  obtained  almost  forthwith  a  respectable  position  for  the  winter, 
Leading  a  life  of  abstinence,  I  returned  to  the  city  when  my  engagement  expired,  and 
by  the  favor  of  a  merciful  God,  although  without  a  friend  here,  I  found  a  good  situation 
which  I  now  hold.  But  the  death  of  a  near  relative  summons  me  home,  and  this  event 
will  place  me  in  comparative  independence.  So,  I  may  well  say,  but  for  your  provi¬ 
dential  sympathy  on  that  night,  I  should  not  now  be  in  the  land  of  the  living. 

I  now  lead  a  regular  life,  but  I  find  that  conversion  is  not  the  work  of  a  day.  Long 
service  in  the  ranks  of  sin  sears  the  conscience,  and  hardens  the  heart.  Will  you,  dear 
sir,  pray  that  I  may  once  more  have  a  heart  of  flesh — that  I  may  persevere  in  the  path 
of  sobriety — that  I  may  yet  see  the  land  which  is  very  far  off,  and  that  at  the  great  day  I 
may  be  found  among  the  children  of  light  ?

The  following  letter  is  from  a  young  man  from  - ,  who  was  aided  by  us  in  ob¬ 

taining  a  situation  and  given  money  to  start  with,  and  now  seeks  to  make  some  return  : 

Dear  Mr.  Rowland  :  I  have  every  reason  to  be  thankful  to  the  Giver  of  all  things 
who  has  helped  me  in  so  many  ways.  It  seems  to  me  that  I  can  see  His  hand  in  so 
many  places  stretched  out  for  my  especial  benefit.  I  suppose  that  is  because  I  can 
compare  Now  with  Then.  Now  because  I  have  that  peace  which  passes  all  understand- 
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ing —  Then  with  my  wretched  condition  out  of  Christ,  out  of  friends,  almost  out  of  home. 
Oh,  those  were  wretched  times,  and  how  can  I  ever  be  sufficiently  thankful  to  Him  who 
has  revealed  Himself  such  a  friend  to  me.  Had  I  not  had  Him  for  a  friend  I  should 
havehad  a  wretched  time  on  the  *  *  *  *  *  *  Street  R.  R.,  and  although  it 
seemed  to  me  that  every  man’s  hand  was  raised  against  me  there  at  first,  yet  when  I  came 
away  I  do  not  think  I  had  one  man  for  an  enemy,  but  all  seemed  sorry  I  was  going, 
officers  and  men. 

“  Mr.  I- - — ,  I  understand  you  are  very  much  opposed  to  Sunday  work,”  said  the 

President  to  me  when  he  was  engaging  me,  on  this  road.  “  Now,”  said  he,  ■*  I  know 
all  about  you.  and  am  well  satisfied  to  put  you  to  work,  only  if  you  come  here  you 
must  take  your  share  of  Sunday  .as  well  as  the  other  men.”  This  I  agreed  to,  remember¬ 
ing  the  arrangement  I  made  with  you,  Mr.  Rowland,  about  the  proceeds  of  Sunday 
work,  and  how  I  wished  it  spent.  Until  last  Sunday,  the  12th,  I  have  not  been  called  on 
to  work,  they  having  let  me  off  every  Sunday,  but  on  last  Sunday  they  could  not  get  the 
cars  out,  so  I  had  to  work.  I  send  enclosed  $ — ,  and  may  God’s  blessing  go  with  it.  I 
will  send  you  all  the  money  I  earn  on  Sunday.  The  only  stipulation  I  make  is — Don’t 
turn  any  man  away  because  he  may  smell  of  Rum.  Oh  1  know  how  hard  it  is  to  break 
off  from  the  demon ;  what  wretched  slaves  men  are  to  it !

The  work  of  these  Associations  is  not  confined  to  a  single  city,  but  spreads  its  net¬ 
work  of  Christian  influences  over  the  entire  land.  The  following  letter  was  sent  to  our 
brethren  in  Pittsburgh  and  was  returned  to  us  with  the  endorsement  as  below.

Mr.  Butler, —  Dear  Sir  : — I  pen  these  few  lines  to  let  you  know  that  I  am  here  at 
this  hospital  with  a  very  bad  leg.  I  had  my  leg  badly  crushed  last  winter  while  saving 
a  woman  during  the  Memphis  ice  gorge,  at  Helena,  Ark.  First  I  was  taken  to  a  Poor- 
house.  I  had  bad  times  there.  The  doctor  did  not  know  much,  and  spoilt  my  leg. 
Since  then  I  have  been  laying  up,  and  had  to  spend  my  hard-earned  money  for  the  doc¬ 
tor  ;  but  they  did  not  help  me  much  ;  till  now  I  had  no  friends  to  come  and  see  me.  In 
a  day  or  two  our  doctor  here  is  going  to  break  my  leg  over  again,  which  will  perhaps 
cure  me,  but  I  am  afraid  I  never  will  be  able  to  go  to  sea  again.  I  am  without 
clothes  or  money,  and  I  do  not  know  what  to  begin,  but  I  have  one  consolation,  the 
Lord  will  not  forsake  me  in  all  my  trials.  Remember  me  in  your  prayers.

SEVERAL  OPEN  AIR  MEETINGS 

Were  held  during  the  summer.  One  was  regularly  continued  each  Sabbath  afternoon  at 
Forty-second  and  Market,  conducted  by  the  Association  and  several  of  the  Churches  in 
that  vicinity,  and  the  Berean  Baptist  Church  was  rewarded  for  the  activity  of  its  mem¬ 
bers  in  their  meetings  in  seeing  two  young  men  unite  with  their  Church,  converts  at  the 
open  air  meetings.  As  many  as  500  or  600  were  present  on  several  occasions. 

The  arrangements  for  the  Week  OF  Prayer  were  made  by  the  clergymen  of  the 
city  at  a  meeting  held  in  the  hall  of  the  Association,  and  the  Association  issued  the  cir¬ 
cular  and  advertised  the  three  meetings  held  each  day  during  the  week,  paying  the  ex¬ 
penses  from  the  treasury  of  the  Association.  In  the  early  part  of  the  year  by  the  call  of 
the  President,  a  general  meeting  of  clergymen  and  laymen  was  held  in  the  Lecture 
Room  of  Chambers’  Church  to  see  what  concerted  action  should  be  made  which  would 
tend  to  bring  about  a  revival  of  God’s  work  in  Philadelphia,  such  as  Scotland  was  then 
enjoying.  Accordingly  Tuesday,  the  24th  day  of  February,  was  appointed  as  a 

DAY  OF  PRAYER, 

And  the  meeting  was  presided  over  as  follows  : 

8  to  9,  Rev.  J.  Wheaton  Smith,  D.  D. 

12  to  1,  Rev.  C.  D.  Cooper. 

4  to  5,  Geo.  H.  Stuart,  Esq. 

7.30,  Rev.  C.  H.  Payne,  D.  D.,  preached  a  gospel  sermon,  followed  by  a  prayer¬ 
meeting,  conducted  by  Rev.  John  Chambers,  D.  D. 

So  largely  attended  and  full  of  interest  were  the  meetings  of  this  day  that  it  was 
voted  to  continue  the  meeting  each  afternoon,  from  4  to  5  o’clock,  which  was  done  for 
nearly  four  weeks,  the  last  part  of  the  time  being  held  in  the  Tabernacle  Presbyterian 
Church.  The  closing  meeting  was  the  most  solemn  and  impressive  of  the  series, 
many  saying,  “  Why  do  we  cease  to  meet  for  prayer  in  this  hallowed  place  ?  ”  Through 
the  personal  efforts  of  officers  of  this  Association  at  the  close  of  these  meetings  several 
conversions  have  occurred.  During  the  early  weeks  of  this  winter 

MR.  HENRY  MOORHOUSE, 

the  English  evangelist,  came  to  this  city  and  conducted  a  series  of  Union  meetings,  which 
were  commenced  the  last  week  in  November  in  the  Central  Presbyterian  Church  and 
continued  for  two  weeks.  The  afternoon  meetings  were  Bible  Readings  for  the  instruc¬ 
tion  of  Christians,  and  evening  meetings  for  Gospel  preaching. 

By  a  call  from  the  President  of  the  Association  addressed  to  clergymen  and  laymen  of 
this  city  a  vast  audience  was  congregated  in  the  Chambers’  Presbyterian  Church  on 
Monday  afternoon,  Dec.  7th,  to  listen  to  reports  of  God’s  work  in  Great  Britain  by 
Rev.  D.  A.  Cunningham,  Henry  Moorhouse  and  George  H.  Stuart.  A  large  number 
of  the  clergymen  were  present,  and  so  great  was  the  interest  that  it  was  voted  to  hold  a 
second  meeting  one  week  from  that  day,  over  500  people  going  away  because  they 
were  unable  to  gain  an  entrance  to  the  building. 
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Mr.  Moorhouse  also  conducted  the  noon  meetings  at  Fourth  street  each  day,  occupy¬ 
ing  half  the  hour  in  a  Bible  Reading.  All  the  meetings  were  crowded,  and  so  great 
was  the  interest  that  at  the  end  of  two  weeks  it  was  unanimously  voted  by  the  clergy¬ 
men  present  at  the  last  meeting  to  invite  Mr.  M.  to  remain  another  week,  pledging  that 
they  would  give  him  and  the  meetings  their  support,  the  meetings  to  be  held  this  last 
week  in  the  Tabernacle  Presbyterian  Church. 

The  meetings  continued  with  deep  spiritual  interest  to  the  last,  and  many  Christians 
must  have  been  greatly  quickened,  and  received  a  new  love  for  the  study  of  God’s  word. 
During  the  second  week  of  this  series  of  meetings  by  previous  appointment  a  day  of 
prayer  was  observed  in  the  Central  Presbyterian  Church,  conducted  as  follows: 

10  to  II,  Prayer  meeting,  R.  Pearsall  Smith  presiding. 

11  to  12,  Praise  meeting,  Prof.  Wm.  Johnson  presiding. 

12  to  I,  P.  M.,  the  Promises  of  God,  conducted  by  L.  P.  Rowland. 

1  to  2,  P.  M.,  Reports  of  the  Lord’s  work  at  home  and  abroad,  conducted  by  Mr. 
George  PL  Stuart. 

2  to  3,  P.  M.,  Bible  Reading,  conducted  by  Henry  Moorhouse.  Subject — “  The 
Fear-nots.” 

In  the  evening  at  half-past  seven  o’clock  there  was  Gospel  preaching  by  Henry 
Moorhouse,  of  England.  There  was  a  full  house  from  the  beginning,  and  when  the 
meeting  closed  the  house  was  crowded  even  to  the  aisles. 

The  following  among  the  many  hundreds  of  requests  FOR  PRAYERS  we  have  re¬ 
ceived  at  our  meetings  will  be  read  with  interest: 

Phil  a  da.,  August  ist,  i8yg. 

Dear  Sir — My  friend  desires  to  unite  himself  with  your  Association.  This  is  his 
first  step  towards  becoming  a  better  man,  and  I  am  so  glad,  as  he  is  indeed  in  earnest, 
under  conviction  beyond  a  doubt.  Will  you  receive  him  ?  He  is  a  gentleman,  and  I 
am  sure  he  will  not  disgrace  your  Association.  If  possible  try  and  get  to  Fourth  and 
Arch  street  meeting  by  quarter  past  12,  and  give  me  your  answer.  We  must  strike 
while  the  iron  is  hot.  Yours,  truly, 


This  young  man  was  received  and  was  hopefully  converted  to  Christ  at  Fourth  st., 
August  15,  1874. 

To  I..  P.  Rowland,  Esq.,  Phila. 

Myself  and  the  two  young  men  who  are  here  in  my  company'  are  so  situated  that  we  are 
compelled  to  associate  to  a  great  extent  with  very  bad  characters,  and  we  find  that  these 
associations  combined  with  other  circumstances  render  it  very  hard  for  us  to  keep  from 
wrong-doing.  We  therefore  ask  for  the  prayers  of  this  meeting  that  we  may  be  given 
strength  to  resist,  although  such  resistance  may  cause  us  much  temporal  suffering  for  the 
time  being. 

These  young  men  were  compelled  to  sleep  in  the  station-house  until  we  took  their 
case  in  hand.  Under  aid  of  the  Holy  Spirit  the  writer  went  to  his  friends  a  Christian. 
A  request  was  sent  in  asking  prayers  for  two  brothers  who  were  dying  with  con¬ 
sumption  in  the  same  room,  and  both  unsaved.  The  report  came  next  day  that  at  that 
very  hour  while  we  were  in  prayer  one  of  them  confessed  his  sins  and  found  peace,  and 
requested  our  continued  prayer  for  the  other.  Two  weeks  later  it  was  reported  that  he 
was  saved,  and  one  of  them  has  since  died  in  the  triumphs  of  faith. 
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Prayers  were  requested  for  a  moral  man,  78  years  old,  not  a  Christian,  a  man  of 
wealth  and  position,  present  in  the  meeting;  three  weeks  after,  a  gentleman  arose  and 
said  “  your  prayers  have  been  heard,”  and,  referring  to  the  request,  said  our  friend  is 
here  to-day  trusting  in  the  Saviour,  and  expecting  to  unite  with  the  church  at  the  next 
communion.  The  same  noon  prayers  were  requested  for  a  boy  of  14  and  an  old  man 
of  80,  unsaved.  A  few  weeks  later  it  was  reported  that  our  prayers  had  been  answered, 
and  both  were  Christians. 

THE  DEVOTIONAL  MEETING  COMMITTEE 

Have  held  weekly  meetings  during  a  portion  of  the  year,  and  have  had  the  general 
direction  of  all  the  religious  work  of  the  Association. 

They  have  published  five  thousand  card  poster  notices  of  our  plans  of  work,  and  caused 
them  to  be  posted  in  the  hotels,  barber  shops,  boarding-houses,  stores  and  manufactories. 

1,000  card  posters  of  the  noon  meeting. 

75,000  hand-bills  of  meetings. 

15,000  cards  of  invitation  to  Rooms. 

10,000  cards,  Why  am  I  not  a  Christian. 

10,000  cards,  How  to  use  the  Bible, 

10,000  cards  of  the  Bible  Study. 

Also  circulates  11,000  “Voice  of  the  Closing  Year.” 

They  have  also  caused  to  be  circulated  about  75,000  little  books. 

THE  COMMITTEE  ON  VISITATION  OF  THE  SICK 

received  a  young  Englishman  who  had  come  to  this  country  with  the  hope  of  benefiting 
his  health,  bringing  a  letter  of  introduction  to  us  from  our  Dear  Brother,  D.  L.  Moody, 
was  aided  with  his  board  for  a  short  time,  and  then  we  joined  with  one  of  the  churches 
in  sending  him  to  Minnesota. 

Several  other  young  men  have  been  called  upon,  and  watchers  furnished  where 
needed,  also  pecuniary  aid  given  to  a  limited  extent. 

Mr.  Rowland  has  united  with  this  committee  in  visiting  the  sick,  and  has  been  blessed 
in  leading  some  to  trust  in  the  Lord.  A  young  man  requested  him  to  visit  his  wife, 
who  was  dying  with  consumption.  He  found  her  in  great  darkness  and  distress  of 
mind  because  of  sin,  but  before  the  week  had  closed,  she  rested  in  peace  upon  Christ, 
and  lived  several  weeks  to  exemplify  her  faith  in  Him. 

A  middle-aged  man  who  had  led  somewhat  of  an  irregular  life,  sent  to  the  Christian 
Association,  and  we  visited  him  as  he  was  dying. 

He  had  tried  to  disbelieve  the  Bible,  and  when  asked  whether  he  believed  it,  he 
replied,  “Believe  it  of  course  I  do,  there  isn’t  anything  else  to  believe  in,  I  told  the 
men  around  me  there  wasn’t  any  truth  in  it,  that  it  was  all  a  lie,  but  I  knew  I  was  mak¬ 
ing  the  lie  all  the  time,  now  what  shall  I  do  ?”  Finding  he  was  truly  penitent,  we 
pointed  him  to  the  16th  verse  of  the  3d  of  John,  and  he  accepted  it  after  a  hard  struggle 
as  a  little  child,  and  was  saved. 

INCIDENT. 

A  young  man  16  years  old,  only  three  weeks  in  the  city,  was  passing  along  Chestnut 
street  on  his  way  to  some  place  of  amusement,  when  he  saw  the  transparency  of  the 
association,  and  the  announcement  of  the  Saturday  evening  social  meeting.  He  thought 
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of  home,  of  his  mother’s  last  words,  and  feeling  the  need  of  som  ething.  he  knew  not 
what,  he  went  in,  listened  attentively  to  the  many  earnest  appeals  to  sinners,  and  when 
the  invitation  was  given  for  any  to  rise  for  prayer  he  arose.  He  was  taken  aside  at  the 
close  of  the  meeting,  the  Bible  read  to  him,  and  after  a  season  of  prayer,  in  which  he 

pray.ed  for  himself,  he  gave  his  heart  to  Christ  and  has  been  a  member  of -  Church 

for  nearly  io  months.  He  continued  his  attendance  upon  our  meetings  and  engaged  in 
earnest  personal  effort  for  his  neighbors  and  friends,  and  several  of  the  strangers  who 
frequent  our  premises  have  been  taken  by  him  to  his  church.  Thus  while  helping  us 
he  has  added  strength  to  the  working  force  of  his  church. 

One  of  the  officers  of  the  association,  has  imported  a  million  and  a  half  of  Dublin 
Little  Books  during  the  year,  and  in  five  weeks  over  a  million  had  been  placed  in  the 
hands  of  associations  and  Christian  workers,  and  were  on  their  way  to  preach  Christ 
to  millions  of  people. 

By  the  courtesy  of  the  Religious  Journals  of  this  city,  a  card  was  published,  addressed 
“  To  Parents  and  Clergymen  in  the  Country,”  setting  before  them  the  practical  character 
of  our  work,  and  urging  their  co-operation,  both  by  keeping  the  young  men  at  home 
who  were  unfit  for  city  life  and  labor,  and  also  to  give  those  who  came  letters  of  intro¬ 
duction  to  us.

All  who  have  knowledge  of  the  operations  of  the  Young  Men’s  Christian 
Associations  in  large  cities,  are  fully  aware  of  the  necessity  for  buildings 
of  sufficient  capacity  and  especially  adapted  to  the  object  of  such  organiza¬ 
tions.  New  York,  Washington,  Boston,  Baltimore,  San  Francisco,  Chi¬ 
cago  and  Montreal,  already  have  such  buildings,  and  others  are  in  course 
of  erection  in  smaller  cities  and  towns  throughout  the  country. 

The  Association  is  organized  on  an  Unsectarian  basis  to  assist  in  caring 
for  the  young  men  who  throng  our  streets  and  stores,  warehouses  and 
workshops,  by  practical  service  in  securing  employment  for  the  unem¬ 
ployed  ;  providing  boarding  houses  for  strangers  and  others;  watching 
over  sick  and  friendless  young  men  ;  endeavoring  to  promote  their  reli¬ 
gious,  moral  and  social  welfare  ;  offering  facilities  for  intellectual  improve¬ 
ment  and  social  intercourse,  where  every  effort  is  made  to  exclude  evil 
influences. 

In  carrying  out  this  object,  the  following  means  are  used  : 

1.  Bible  Class  and  Devotional  Meetings. 

2.  Lectures  on  useful  and  interesting  subjects;  Lyceum  and  Social 
Gatherings. 

3.  Reading  Room  supplied  with  the  best  of  reading,  with  a  view  to 
attract  young  men  to  spend  their  evenings. 

4.  Library  for  circulation  and  reference. 

5.  Personal  influence  of  its  members  in  behalf  of  strangers  and  those 

who  need  counsel,  friendship,  and  other  assistance. 
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With  the  view  of  carrying  forward  successfully  the  objects  and  designs 
of  the  Philadelphia  Young  Men’s  Christian  Association,  to  secure  greater 
efficiency  in  the  work  and  meet  the  wants  of  the  young  men  of  this  city, 
they  have  purchased  the  lot  at  the  corner  of  Fifteenth  and  Chestnut 
Streets,  upon  which  has  been  commenced  the  erection  of  a  commodious 
and  suitable  building,  designed  to  be  cheerful,  convenient  and  homelike ; 
including  Hall,  Reading  Room,  Library,  Lecture  and  Prayer-meeting 
Rooms,  Parlors,  Class  Rooms,  Gymnasium,  Museum,  Employment 
Bureau,  etc.,  where  judicious  entertainments  and  recreations  in  an 
attractive  place  of  evening  resort  can  be  enjoyed,  and  thus  promote  the 
moral,  intellectual  and  physical  welfare  of  thousands  of  young  men  who 
throng  the  streets  of  our  city,  and  save  them  from  temptations  and  evil 
surroundings. 

Such  a  building  has  become  necessary  to  our  work,  the  present  quarters 
being  entirely  inadequate  to  the  needs  of  the  Association,  as  large  num¬ 
bers  of  young  men  are  unable  to  attend  our  various  meetings  from  absolute 
want  of  room. 

The  building  now  in  progress  will  be  a  centre  for  the  prosecution  of 
all  religious  enterprises,  in  which  the  Churches  may  unitedly  engage, 
and  a  powerful  auxiliary  to  Christian  work  for  all  time  to  come.  It  will 
be  furnished  with  stores  on  the  first  floor,  the  income  from  which  will 
largely  provide  for  the  current  expenses  of  the  Association. 

It  will  be  necessary  in  addition  to  our  present  property  and  subscrip¬ 
tions  to  raise  $250,000  to  complete  the  payment  of  the  lot,  and  erect  the 
Building  free  of  debt. 

To  accomplish  this  the  co-operation  and  support  of  the  friends  of 
young  men  is  earnestly  asked,  and  we  are  encouraged  from  the  generous 
aid  received  in  the  past  to  believe  that  liberal  responses  will  follow  this 
appeal. 

A  number  of  well-known  citizens  act  as  Trustees*  of  the  Subscription 
Fund,  and  will  control  the  expenditures  and  direct  the  erection  of  the 
buildings;  and  when  completed  and  freed  from  debt,  the  property  will 
be  transferred  to  the  Association  under  the  special  acts  of  legislation  had 
in  reference  thereto.

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ACT  OF  ASSEMBLY, 

Entitled  “  An  Act  to  Incorporate  the  Trustees  of  the  Building  Fund  of 
the  Young  Men’s  Christian  Association  of  Philadelphia,  and  defining 
their  powers  and  duties,”  approved  April  3,  1873. 

Whereas,  The  Young  Men’s  Christian  Association  of  Philadelphia 
have  purchased  certain  ground  at  the  S.  E.  corner  of  15th  and  Chestnut 
Streets,  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  are  about  to  erect  thereon  a 
building  suitable  for  their  wants  and  purposes ;  now,  therefore, 

Section  I.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of 
the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania ,  in  General  Assembly  met ,  and  it  is 
hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same — • 

That  the  following  twenty-four  persons — Hon.  William  Strong,  Hon. 
William  A.  Porter,  George  H.  Stuart,  Jay  Cooke,  Wm.  G.  Moor¬ 
head,  Hon.  Daniel  M.  Fox,  William  Bucknell,  Matthew  Baird, 
Chas.  Santee,  Henry  Lewis,  Lemuel  Coffin,  Henry  H.  Houston, 
Charles  Wheeler,  Edward  H.  Worne,  Alex.  Whilldin,  Samuel  R. 
Shipley,  Geo.  C.  Thomas,  Henry  Disston,  James  Long,  Wm.  Adam¬ 
son,  Thos.  Mac  Kellar,  John  Wanamaker,  George  W.  Mears,  and 
John  E.  Graeff,  and  their  successors,  are  hereby  incorporated  as  a  body 
politic  in  law,  under  the  name,  style  and  title  of  “  The  Trustees  of  the 
Building  Fund  of  the  Young  Men’s  Christian  Association  of  Phi¬ 
ladelphia.” 

Section  II.  The  said  Corporation  shall  have  full  power  and  authority 
to  solicit  and  receive  contributions  of  money,  for  the  purpose  of  enabling 
the  said  Young  Men’s  Christian  Association  to  erect  a  building  suit¬ 
able  to  the  wants  and  purposes  of  the  said  Association,  on  the  said  loca¬ 
tion  ;  and  the  said  Corporation  shall  apply  all  moneys  so  received  to  pay 
for  said  ground,  and  to  erect  said  building  according  to  contracts  entered 
into  and  plans  and  specifications  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Managers  of 
the  said  Young  Men’s  Christian  Association,  and  all  subscriptions 
heretofore  made,  or  hereafter  to  be  made,  for  said  ground  and  building, 
shall  be  payable  to  said  Trustees. 

Section  III.  The  said  Corporation  shall  elect  their  own  officers,  make 
rules  for  their  own  government,  and  shall  fill  vacancies  in  their  number 
by  electing  one  out  of  three  persons  nominated  for  each  vacancy  by  the 
said  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Young  Men’s  Christian  Association  ; 
and  the  said  Trustees  and  their  successors  shall  not  be  individually  liable 
for  the  acts  or  default  of  each  other,  but  only  each  for  his  own  acts  and 
default. 
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Section  IV.  Whenever  the  purchase  money  of  said  ground,  and  all 
debts  for  work  done,  and  materials  furnished  in  and  about  the  erection 
and  construction  of  the  said  building,  and  all  encumbrances  whatsoever 
upon  the  said  ground  and  building  are  fully  paid  off  and  satisfied,  any 
balance  in  the  hands  of  the  said  Corporation  shall  be  paid  to  the  Young 
Men’s  Christian  Association  of  Philadelphia,  and  upon  the  payment 
of  such  balance  thereupon  the  said  Corporation  may  be  dissolved. 

Section  Y.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  acceptance  by  the  said 
Young  Men’s  Christian  Association. 


ALSO, 

“A  further  Supplement  to  an  Act  entitled  An  Act  to  Incorporate  the 
Young  Men’s  Christian  Association  of  Philadelphia,  approved  May  2, 
1857,  restraining  the  power  of  said  Association  over  its  real  estate.” 
Approved  April  3,  1873. 

Section  I.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Hcnise  of  Representatives  of 
the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  in  General  Assembly  met,  and  it  is 
hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same — 

That  hereafter  the  said  Association  shall  have  no  power  or  authority  to 
mortgage  their  real  estate  at  the  S.  E.  corner  of  15th  and  Chestnut  Streets, 
in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  without  the  consent  of  “  The  Trustees  of  the 
Building  Fund  of  the  Young  Men’s  Christian  Association  of  Philadel¬ 
phia,”  and  upon  the  dissolution  of  said  Corporation,  the  power  of  the 
said  Association  to  mortgage  the  same  shall  forever  cease,  except  for  the 
purpose  of  rebuilding,  in  case  of  loss  by  fire  or  other  casualty. 

Section  II.  That  hereafter,  in  case  the  said  real  estate  of  the  said  Young 
Men’s  Christian  Association  of  Philadelphia  or  any  part  thereof  shall  be 
sold  or  encumbered,  such  sale  or  encumbrance  shall  only  be  authorized 
by  a  resolution  in  writing  which  shall  be  read  in  full  and  adopted  at  Two 
(2)  consecutive  stated  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  said  As¬ 
sociation  by  the  concurrence  of  three-fourths  of  the  members  thereof  pre¬ 
sent  at  each  of  said  meetings ;  at  the  second  meeting  the  yeas  and  nays 
shall  be  entered  upon  the  journal ;  the  said  resolution  shall  then  be 
adopted  at  the  next  stated  business  meeting  of  the  Association  by  the 
concurrence  of  three-fourths  of  the  members  present.  Provided,  how¬ 
ever,  that  the  said  property,  or  the  proceeds  thereof,  shall  never  be 
diverted  from  the  objects  of  the  said  Association.
